Advances Negotiated 
Through Local Employes’ 
Associations. |

CHICAGO, Nov. 27.—LEleven 
western railroads have granted 
Wage increases that,will add $3,- 
VUV0U,00UU0 annually to the pay of 
about 100,000 shopmen. 

The advances range from 1 _ to 
3 cents an hour, in most cases 
an hourly increase of 2 cents, 
and are already in effect or will be 
by the end of the year. 

The increase was negotiated 
through local employes’ associa- 
tions, but railway officials said that 
the first m:jor genera! increases 
since those incident to the strike 
of shop workersin 1922 were vol- 
untarily granted and not forced by 
demands. There have been ad- 
vances on some of the roads since 
1922, but of smaller proportions. 

Roads Tha Made Increascs. 

Roads involved include the Rock 
Island, Santa Fe, Burlington, Chi- 
cago & Eastern Illinois, Great 
Northern, Missouri Pacific, Chicago 
& Alton, Fort Worth & Denver, 
Union Pacific, Wabash, and [Illinois 
Central. 

The Missouri Pacific increase, al- 
though not announced, was effec- 
tive on Aug. 1, last, and the Santa 
Fe on Noy. 1. The Increase on the 
Rock Island was effective Sept. 15

Which Led to Shooting. 


By the Associated Press, 
MAIDSTONE, England, Nov. 27. 


~—Alphonse F. A. Smith today was 
found not guilty of murder of man. 
slaughter in connection with the 
shooting of his friend, John 


Thomas Derham. 

He was sentenced, however, to 
12 months at hard labor for carry- 
ing firearms with intent to endan- 
ger life. 

Smith is the divorced husband vf 
Miss Ruth Wynne, daughter of for- 
mer Postmaster-General Wynne cf 
the United States. 

The prosecution had based its 
case on the theory that Smith shot 
Derham in a fit of jealous rage 
over the latter’s attentions to Mrs. 
Smith. 

Pointing out that Mrs. Smith 
had not been called as a witness, 
Judge Avery, in instructions to the 
jury, asked: “Is it conceivable that, 
if she could support or corroborate 
the story which Smith has told 
you, she would not have been 
called as a witness for the de- 
fense?”’ 

Referring to the “unwritten 
law,” the Judge said that this was 
“merely a name for no law at all, 
reverting to the state of barbar 
ism.”’ (The prosecutor at the

After his acquittal on the murder 
charge, Smith, who is a grandson 
of the late Hugh Ryan, Canadian 
Railway builder, pleaded guilty to 
the indictment for carrying fire- 
arms with intent to do. bodily in- 


jury. The maximum penalty on this 


charge is 20 years’ imprisonment, 
but Judge Sir Horace Avory pro- 
nounced the more lenient sentence 
on the grounds. that Smith intended 
to injure omly himself.

J. E. N. Shaw Then Ends Life 
—Was ta Have Appeared in 
/ Probate Court.

MATTAPOISETTY, Mass., Nov. 
°7.—Reasons ere sought today for 
the killing of M¥s. J. E. Norton 
Shaw by h_ husbaad, an attorney, 
formerly a Harvard ¢ootball star. 
After shooting her h@ killed xim- 
self. 

Shaw was to have figured in a 
Prc’ ate Court hearing next Mon- 
day ypon obj -:tions of the town of 
Acushnet to the allowance of his 
account as executor of the will of 
Geccge T. Russell, who made the 
town chief: néficiary of a will chat 
disposed of $205,000. 

Shaw returnec home yesterday 
afternoon, changed his clothes and 
obtained a shotgun with which he 
told his housekeeper he was ‘soing 
to killa rat. Later he went to his 
wife’s room, and a minute after the 
discharge of the gun was heard. 
The aitorne: cried to the house- 
keeper he had 8° ot his wife ana di- 
rected her to call a physic'an, 
While she was at the telephone 
Shaw ended his own life. 

Shaw played on the Harvard 
varsity,jn 1894, ’95, '96 and ‘97. He 
was ht guard in the famous 
struggle between Harvard and Yale 
in 1894 at Springfield which was 
distinguished in football history for 
exceptional roughness, In 1896 “e 
was picked by Wharton for his‘al), 
American team. 

He married Helen Macomber 
Sherman of Providence, R. L, in 
1909. He was interested in yacht- 
ing and ornithology. ,
